T H E W RECK OF T H E LIM ITED . 
Is it safe? 


When the Twentieth Century Limited, the fastest long distance train in 
the world, crashed into the Mentor depot Wednesday night, that was the 
question the public raised. 


Is an eighteen-hour schedule from Chicago to New York a safe one? 
Imagine the impact of that heavy train running at a apeed of seventy 
miles an hour! 


Multiply its enormous weight of 4,000 tons by its velocity—about 
thirty-five yards every second—and the product, the momentum, staggers 
the mind. One wonders that anything except splinters should be left of 
the train. 


Is this high speed safe? 


Railroad men are accustomed to say that, given a water-level roadbed, 
rock ballasted track, heavy rails and the elimination of sharp curves, the 
faster the train is run the safer it is. They say the increased 
danger 
of 
^ ig h speed is appreciated by the railroad people and that greater precau- 
I 


tions are taken. 
Perhaps. 
I 
And yet it was shown at Mentor that precautions cannot eliminate 
risk. 


The open switch may have been placed by a crank or a criminal, or 


by the lapse of some employe, and it is to be deplored that such an acci­ 
dent should have wrecked the fine train. Nevertheless the wreck puts the 
question of the public safety to the fore. 


A similar wreck wrought great changes in France. 
High speed trains were put on In that country a year or so ago. One 
of them jumped the track and killed a lot of people. That started an agita­ 
tion that put a legislative lock on high speed and provided many 
safe­ 
guards to the traveling public. 


The wreck is unfortunate aside from the loss of life.. The Pennsylva­ 
nia road has spent millions of money in the past decade looking toward the 
institution of a train that would cover the 904 miles in eighteen hours. 
But the public safety is the first consideration.—Milwaukee Journal.
